Doubt  I  ss  the  first  im¬ 
pression  was  fiund  not  sufficient  to  furnish  all  the 
churches  and  chapels  of  the  kingdom,  and  for  the  use 
of  private  persons  also:  and  so  the  iKXik  was  soon  afer 
revised  and  printed  again.  Before  the  book  was  a  pre- 
fice  by  the  king,  with  the  advice  of  the  Duke  of  ;?o- 
merset  and  the  Privy  Council,  enjoining  these  Homi¬ 
lies  to  be  read  in  all  churches  every  Sunday,  and  the 
kind’s  injunctions  once  a  quarter. 

.\o  sooner  were  ttiese  llomilies  composed  and  sent 
abroad,  but  the  n'iws  thereof  (and  the  book  itself,  as  it 
seemed,  already  translated  into  Lilin)  came  to  Stras- 
burgh,  among  the  Frotes'ants  there;  where  it  citused 
great  rejoicing  :  and  Biicer,  one  of  the  chief  ministers 
there,  wrote  a  gralulatory  epistle  hereupon  to  the 
Church  of  England,  in  November,  1517,  which  was 
printed  the  year  afier.  Theri'in  that  learned  and  mo¬ 
derate  man  showed,  “  How  these  pious  sermons  were 
come  among  them,  wherein  tbe  people  were  so  godly 
and  effectually  exhorted  to  the  reading  ot  the  holy 
Scriptures;  and  faith  was  so  well  explained,  whereby 
we  become  Chri^tian8;  and  justification,  \v hereby  we 
are  saved;  and  the  other  chief  heads  of  ('liristian  reli¬ 
gion  so  soundly  liandled :  and  therefore,  as  he  added, 
these  f >uiid.iiioMS,being  rightly  laid,  t  lere  coiild  no¬ 
thing  be  wanting  in  our  churches  requisite  lovyards 
the  bnil'liitg  lier-  iipon  sound  doetrine  and  discipline.” 
Meining  this  as  a  gentle  admonition  to  excite  the  go¬ 
vernors  of  the  church  to  a  further  retormutit'n.  “  He 
coininendfd  mucii  the  Homily  of  Faith ;  the  nature  and 
force  of  which  was  so  clearly  and  soberly  discussed  ; 
and  wherein  it  was  so  well  distinguished  from  faith 
which  was  dea  I.  He  mtieh  approved  of  the  manner 
of  treating  concerning  the  misery  and  death  vve  are  all 
lapsed  into  by  the  sin  of  our  fir^t  parents,  and  how  we 
are  rescu-d  from  this  perdition  only  by  the  grace  of 
Gild,  and  by  the  merit  and  re.-iirreclion  i  f  his  Si  n:  and 
how  hereby  we  are  jii.'tifiel  in  the  sight  of  God,  and 
adopted  into  the  number  of  his  children  and  heirs:  and 
then  showing  what  ouglit  to  be  the  study  and  work  of 
those  that  are  justified  and  regem  rate.  So  that,  he 
Slid,  by  this  full  and  dexterous  restitution  of  Christ’s 
d'jclrine,  his  kingdom  was  so  fully  explained  to  ihe 
people,  that  there  eould  no  relics  of  the  old  1  aven  re¬ 
main  lo'ig  in  any  parts  of  our  ceremonies  or  discipline, 
Tlien  he  took  occasion  to  stir  op  the  ecclesia^tical 
rulers  to  go  on  with  the  reformation  of  t'  e  sacr  iineiits ; 
that  they  might  he  adunnistered  according  as  Christ 
cimmended  and  delivered  them  to  us;  th.at  all  might 
pariake  of  (.'hrisl’s  grace  and  saving  cotruniinication  ; 
as  oonf  rring  very  much  to  the  undoubted  restoring  of 
faith  and  godliness.”  In  th's  epistle  he  also  praised 
the  English  nation,  in  that  God  hod  ofen  given  it 
kings  tliiit  were  great  lovers  and  proinot*Ts  of  go<  d 
letters  and  arts,  from  King  Sigel'ert,  that  founded 
Cambridge,  and  many  other  schools  throughout  the 
laud;  ami  particularly  hid  brought  firth  King  Henry 
VIII ,  tfiat  most  prudent  and  valiant  prince.  And  that  j 
at  this  day,  mt  kingdom  had  more  truly  learned  and  j 
godly  peers  and  bishops,  that  exceedt  J  both  for  their 
learning  and  piety.
